Toxic fumes and an imminent explosion from the 
Petrochemical Complex were threatening Altona on the 
January day of the disastrous bushfires, said messages

Another report said an ex- 
plosion was impending at the] 
Altona Petrochemical Com- 
pany, 


These threats to Altona 
were revealed in answer to 
questions asked in the Le 
gislative Council by the 
Hon. A. W. Knight, Member 
for Melbourne West. 

‘He asked why Altona; 
West residents were warned | 
by police to either remain! 
in their homes or evacuate 
them immediately on Janu- 
ary 8 — the day fires swept 
through Lara, Truganina, 
Laverton and on to the Al- 
tana Petrochemichal Com- 
plex. 


_.Mr. Knight also enquired 
if on the same day gaseous 
chemicals were discharged 
from the factories in the 
complex. 


_The replies given in Par- 
liament were — 

“On January 8 1969, a 
grass fire, fanned by a 
strong . wind, was burning 
towards an area&bounded by 
Kororoit Creek Road to the! 
north and Maidstone Street, 
Altona West, to the east. in 
this area are situated a num- 
ber of factories of companies 
which are part of the Al- 
tona Petrochemiéal complex. 

Before being, extinguished. 
the fire. reached a stack of 
between 500 and 600 forty- 


four gallon drums of ‘a 
chlorinated hydro - carbon 
stored at Dow Chemicals 


(Australia) Limited which is 
used in the manufacture of 
vlastics. The Manufacturing 
Manager. of the company 
telephoned D24 and advised 
that the burning chemical 
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f Dow Chemicals, 
D24. 


was giving off toxic fumes 
which were blowing towards 
Altona area and that it 
would be dangerous half a 
mile down wind. Another 
telephone call was received 
at D24 from a member of a 
Watching Company, advising 
that an explosion was im- 
minent from chemicals stored 
at the Altona Petrochemical 
Company. 


The Country Fire Autho- 
rity, Metropolitan Fire Bri- 
gades and Police in the 
area, were notified by D24. 
A number of householders 
in the area sought advice 
from the driver of a Police 
Courtesy Car in the area as 
thev had heard on commer- 
cial radio station broad- 
casts that there was a dan- 
ger of an explosion. 


The member of the Force 
advised householders through 
the public address system 
on his vehicle:~ 


‘Remain where you are. 
Do not panic. There is a 
possibility of an explosion, 
but the blast range is five 
hundred yards.’ 


_ The member of the Force 
is emphatic that he did not 
give any instructions to 
evacuate."’

Pational health service to 
the management of industry.

Dr. Green was giving the 
second in the 1989 series of 
Safety Lectures at the Trade 
Union Clinic and Research 
Center on Tuesday, March 11. 


He said an occupational, 
health service should be es- 
sentially preventive, and in- 
volve planning of production 
to rule out the possibility of 
accidents, that is, injury to 
an employee and damage to 
plant and material. and also 
avoid the inevitable loss cf 
production which is the re- 
sult of accidents in industry. 


Representatives frem the 
Ordnance Factory, Gas and 
Fuel Corporation, Chemical 
Industry, Newport Railway 
Workshops and other local 
industries discussed the pro- 
blems raised by Dr. Green.
